To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Frimley  and  Camberley  Urban  District  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  privilege  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  state  of  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  I960. 

In  the  vital  statistics  we  find  a continued  rise  in 
population  due  to  persons  coming  into  the  area  and  owing  to 
a rising  birth  rate  vrhich  is  above  the  County  and  National 
average. 


It  is  satisfactory  to  note,  once  again,  the  absence 
of  any  deaths  due  to  maternity  and  any  of  the  preventable 
infectious  diseases. 

Infant  deaths  under  one  year  continue  to  take  place 
especially  within  the  first  month  of  life  and  it  is  mainly 
from  good  Ante-Natal  care  that  one  can  expect  material 
improvement  in  this  respect.  Especially  does  this  call  for 
the  fullest  liaison  and  understanding  bet\/een  Hospitals, 
General  Practitioners  and  the  County  and  Local  Health 
Services,  The  pattern  of  Ante-Natal  sunervision  required 
is  invariably  set  out  in  the  first  instance  by  the  General 
Practitioner,  but  unfortimately,  for  a variety  of  reasons, 
is  not  always  complied  with  by  the  patient  herself. 

Good  use  continues  to  be  made  of  the  Mass  Miniature 
Radiography  Service  for  General  Practitioners,  which  in 
addition  mny  be  attended  by  any  member  of  the  general  public 
who  wishes  to  have  a chest  X-i-ay. 


The  availability  of  B.G.G.  vaccination  for  the  older 
age  groups  and  for  all  children  irrespective  of  their  place  of 
school  has  not  been  used  to  full  advantage  and  no  doubt  in  a 
community  such  as  ours  a slowly  rising  acceptance  rate  is  only 
to  be  expected  as  the  value  of  this  form  of  vaccination  becomes 
apparent  and  acceptable  to  the  community  generally.  In  schools 
the  acceptance  rate  for  B.G.G.  Vaccination  showed  a slight 
decrease  to  a figure  of  64.4  pe^?  cent  as  compared  vjith  65  per  cent 
in  1959. 


In  the  field  of  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  much  progress 
wa.s.raade  and  maintained  with  improved  supplies  of  vaccine  and 
the  esetension  of  the  scheme  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  for 
those  up  to  40  years  of  age.  By  December  the  protection  rate 
in  the  three  a.ge  groups,  of  school  children,  of  those  aged  15 
to  26  years,  and  those  aged  26  to  40  years,  had  risen  to  96 
per  cent,  59  per  cent  and  26  per  cent  respectively. 

Once  again  one  would  wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  we 
received  from  Messrs.  Pfizer  Ltd.,  in  the  use  of  their  Mobile 
Vaccination  vehicle  and  for  the  very  generous  help  given  by  the 
British  Rod  Cross  Society,  Uomen's  Voluntary  Service  and  Members 
of  the  Round  Table. 

In  the  fortunate  absence  of  Diphtheria  it  is  gratifying 
to  find  a satisfa.ctory  response  to  our  offer  to  all  school 
children  to  receive  either  their  primary  or  reinforcing  doses 
necessary  for  protection,  and  the  appearance  of  this  disease  in 
other  parts  of  the  Country  no  doubt  assisted  our  efforts,  together 
with  the  personal  encouragement  of  many  Hoad  Teachers  in  the  area. 

I would  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Cook  of  the  Guildford  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  his  help  on  all  occasions  in  routine  and 
special  Bacteriological  examinations. 

I would- im-Sh  to  add  my  appreciation  for  the. co-operation 
which  I have  received  from  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area 
and  may  I conclude,  l^lr.  Chairman  and  Members,  by  conveying  my 
thanks  to  you  and  to  the  Clerk  and  all  Chief  Officers  for  the 
helpful  assistance  they  have  given  me  during  the  year.

The  County  Council .maintains  from  its  Divisional  Cffices  in 
Woking  a service  for  the  provision  of  home  helps 'in  maternity 
cases,  and  for  the  purpose  of  giving  assistance  in  homes  when 
illness  is  present. 
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The  problem  of  recruiting  a sufficient  number  of  home  helps, 
especially  for  work  with  the  chronic  sick,  continued  to  be  a very 
real  one. 


Hospital  Services. 

, There  has  been  no  major  changes  in  the  hospital  services 
provided  by  the  Farnham  Group  Hospital  lianagement  Committee  during 
the  year. 

The  District  is  represented  on  the  Group  Management  Committee 
by  Mr.  A.C,  Beer.  (Chairman). 

Northfield  Hospital,  Aldershot  (Telephone  No. 

Aldershot  21365)  is  responsible  for  admitting  the  majority  of  the 
infectious  diseases  in  the  district. 

It  would  seem  that  about  80  per  cent  of  mothers  are  admitted 
for  confinements  in  hospitals  or  institutions;  the  majority  from 
civilian  families  attend  Frimley  Hospital  or  St.  Lukes  Hospital, 
Guildford.  The  Louise  Ma.rgaret  Hospital,  Aldershot,  admits  many 
mothers  from  military  families  and  has  been  helpful  indeed  in 
providing  also  for  admissions  from  mony  civilian  families  from 
this  District  as  from  elsewhere.

13  c'-ses  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  and, 
as  customary,  this  disease  pursues  its  bi-annual  characteristic 
of  periodicity.  No  deaths  occurred, 

Scarlet  Fever. 

5 cases  of  Sccrlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 

It  is  nowadays  exceptional  for  these  cases  to  be  admitted  to 
hospital  as,  apart  from  the  general  mildness  of  the  infection, 
antibiotics  and  penicillin  continue  to  bo  an  effective  form  of 
treatment . 

Dysentery. 

32  cases  of  suspected  Dysentery  were  notified  but  the  diagnosis 
of  Sonne  was  confirmed  in  4 only,  unfortunately  this  infection  is  now 
rcsistont  to  treatment  by  chemotherapy  in  general. 

Food  Poisoning. 

15  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  wore  notified  during  the  year. 

In  2 cases  Salmonella  Typhimurium  was  isolated.  In  addition  three 
further  cases  of  Salmonella  Typhimurium  and  one  of  Salmonella 
Thompson  wore  othorvdso  ascertained.

During  the  year  one  case  of  Para  'B',  phage  typo  Taunton 
occurred,  the  infection  having  been  contracted  whilst  on 
holiday  in  the  South  of  England.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 

YEAR  I960. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Frimley  and  Camberley  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  a report  on  the  work  of  the 
Department.  I960  heralds  yet  another  year  of  progressive  industrial  and 
domestive  development  together  with  a consequent  increase  in  the  population 
of  the  District  to  over  tvronty-eight  thousand. 

For  many  years  mt  has  been  unavoidable  to  comment  other  than 
adversely  on  the  difficulties  attendant  in  connection-  with  the  shortage  of 
manual  labour  for  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service.  Considerable 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  preparation  of  schemes  which  it  was  hoped 
would  mitig-ate  some  of  the  problems.  During  the  year  a scheme  based  on  the 

incentive  bonus  system  was  finalised,  accepted  by  the  Council,  and  brought 
into  operation.  During  the  period  the  scheme  has  been  in  use  no  practical 
difficulties  have  so  far  been  revealed  and  it  is  with  pleasure  and 
satisfaction  I am  in  a position  to  say  the  regularity  and  efficiency  of  the 
Cleansing  Service  throughout  the  district  has  shown  considerable  improvement. 
At  the  same  time  the  conditions  of  service  of  the  employees  of  the 
Department  has  been  enhanced  and  remuneration  compares  favourably  with  that 
offered  in  industry. 

Whilst  thero  are  bound  to  be  fluctuations  in  regularity  particularly 
during  Bank  Holidays  the  scheme  provides  flexibility  to  enable  hazards  of  this 
character  to  be  minimised  thus  affording  the  opportunity  for  the  service  to 
revert  to  normal  at  the  earliest  possible  date  and  generally  shows  the  service 
to  be  more  stable  than  ever  before.  A most  encouraging  factor  having  regard 
to  the  constant  growth  and  change  now  taking  place  in  the  area. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  process  known  as 
'Controlled  Tipping',  a system  originally  advocated  through  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  since  proved  to  be  one  of  most  economical  systems  of  refuse 
disposal.  The  existing  disposal  depot  at  Crabtree  Road  now  has  a 'limited 
life'  having  been  in  constant  use  since  1940  since  when  thousands  of  tons 
of  trade  and  domestic  refuse  have  been  deposited,  the  land  has  not  only  served 
its  purpose  as  a central  disposal  site,  but  through  the  process  of  'Controlled 
Tipping'  has  been  reclaimed  from  the  bog  and  flood  level  that  originally 
existed. 
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There  is  every  indication  that  the  Council's  former  plans  to 
provide  a public  open  space  for  rocreation  will  be  accomplished  in  the 
comparatively  near  future  and  not  vrithout  interest  to  mention  that  this 
large  area  of  some  15  acres  was  purchased  for  the  sum  of  £500  plud  legal 
charges  in  1939* 

The  acquisition  of  a new  site  as  a disposal  depot  is  now  a matter 
of  some  urgency.  The  Council  has  already  given  their  consideration  and 
approval,  to  the  purchase  of  a 22  acre  site  and  when  this  is  finalised  it 
is  intended  to  bring  this  into  use  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  Council  has  co-operated  closely  with  the  liinistry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  with  the  National  'Keep  Britain  Tidy'  Campaign.  In 
1959/60  attractive  new  type  litter  bins  were  provided  in  many  parts  of  the 
district  including  recreation  grounds.  As  the  district  grows  additional 
litter  baskets  are  provided  predominantly  in  the  shopping  areas,  and  at 
'bus  stops.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  daily  emptying  of  all  baskets. 

In  1952  the  Council  gave  general  approval  to  a request  from  the 
VJomen's  Voluntary  Service  for  financial  assistance  in  connection  with  the 
institution  of  a 'Meals  on  l^eels'  service  for  old  people,  but  at  that 
time  there  was  little  demand  for  such  a service.  There  is  now  a need 
for  this  help  and  the  Council  has  provided  insulated  food  containers  and 
grant  aid  to  the  Women's  Vol-untary  Services  who  are  now  operating  this 
useful  scheme. 

The  work  carried  out  in  the  Public  Health  sphere  is  varied  and 
covers  a wide  field  of  duty,  details  of  v;hich  are  referred  to  under  the 
respective  headings  in  the  body  of  the  report.

WATER  - Sources  of  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied,  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by  the 
Tiid-Wessex^  Water  Company, 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  deep  wells  and  boreholes  in  the 
chalk,  from  a varying  number  of  the  Company’s  sources,  as  circumstances 
demand,  which  are  located  along  or , near  the  southern  and  northera  chalk 
outcrops  remote  from  the  Urban  District  and  also  from  the  Bagshot  Sands 
at  Frimley  Green,  The  chalk  derived  waters  vary  in  hardness  from  17 
to  25  grains  per  gallon  in  the  natiiral  state  and  these  supplies  are 
softened  at  source,  either  by  the  lime  or  base  exchange  process,  to 
comply  with  the  Statutory  Limitation  of  12  grains/gallon.  The  Bagshot 
Sand  water  has  a natural  hardness  of  only  5.5  grains  per  gallon.  The 
supply  is  laid  on  constantly  to  the  Urban  District  and  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  restrict  the  use  of  water  in  any  way, 

PURITY  OF  SUPPLY. 

All  the  chalk  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  natural 
state  but  are  subjected  to  precautionary  chlorination  treatment  in 
conformity  \m.th  modern  waterworks  practice.  The  Bagshot  Sand  water, 
being  a spring  supply,  is  treated  by  sedimentation,  aeration,  slow 
sand-filtration  and  chlorination  before  distribution. 

Samples  of  water  from  all  sources,  both  before  and  after 
treatment,  are  frequently  and  regularly  submitted  to  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination  in  the  Company’s  Laboratory  and  independent 
examinations  are  made  at  regular  periods  by  external  Consulting  Chemists 
and  Bacteriologists,  A typical  analysis  made  by  the  Public  Analyst  is

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  RAW  MATERIAL  RECOVERY. 

Refuse  Collection. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  acute  problem  of 
maintaining  and  improving  the  frequency  of  the  collection 
service  throughout  the  District  rem.ained  although  it  was  hoped 
that  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  based  on  improved  remuneration 
and  conditions  of  service  in  return  for  improved  productivity 
would  lead  to  improvement.  Such  a scheme  had  already  been 
approved  by  the  Council  late  in  1959  after  the  most  careful 
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consideration  but  had  not  been  discussed  with  the  National  Union 
of  Public  Employees.  These  discussions  took  place  early  in  the  year 
and  the  Un^on  representatives  at  national  and  local  level  accepted 
the  scheme  without  modification  although  they  had  not  taken  any  part 
in  its  preparation. 

The  scheme,  which  included  the  abolition  of  overtime  (which 
had  become  a recognised  part  of  rate  for  the  job)  and  the  introduction 
of  a five  day  week,  was  brought  into  operation  on  a trial  basis  at 
the  end  of  April;  for  a few  months  it  was  difficult  to  assess  the 
value  of  the  scheme  on  a long  term  basis  but  by  the  beginning  of  August 
a remarkable  improvement  had  been  effected  and  was  maintained.  The 
pre-war  standard  of  a regular  weekly  service  seemed  practicable  for  the 
first  time  in  over  twenty  years  and  the  volume  of  complaints  from 
ratepayers  diminished  to  a nominal  level.  It  is  interesting  to  record 
that  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  modify  the  original  scheme  in  any 
material  sense  since  its  adoption  by  the  Council.  Two  representatives 
elected  by  the  staff  are  available  to  discuss  with  me  any  points  of 
detail  which  may  arise  from  time  to  time, 

A major  revision  of  collection  areas  was  undertaken  early  in 
the  year  prior  to  the  inception  of  the  bonus  scheme.  With  the  very 
rapid  growth  of  the  District  and  changes  in  density  of  development, 
these  areas  need  to  be  kept  under  frequent  review  to  endeavour  to 
ensure  a balance  in  distribution  of  work  and  allocation  of  the  most 
suitable  vehicle  to  a particular  area. 

In  June  a field  trial  was  carried  out  with  a large  type 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry  'Fore  and  Aft’  tipper  fitted  with  a power  press; 
the  results  were  particularly  encouraging  and  an  erder  was  placed  for 
delivery  of  one  of  these  machines  in  1961,  Authority  was  also  given 
for  the  fitting  of  a power  press  to  one  of  the  existing  vehicles. 

Considerable  attention  was  given  by  the  Council  during  the 
year  to  the  necessity  for  redevelopment  of  the  central  shopping  area. 
When  this  plan  reaches  fruition  it  should  prove  of  great  assistance 
in  carrying  out  a more  economical  refuse  collection  service  in  the 
area.  At  present  traffic  congestion  coupled  with  inadequate  means  of 
access-  place  a very  heavy  burden  on  the  service  both  in  time  and 
money. 


All  properties,  both  civil  and  military,  have  been  included 
in  the  collection  service  since  1954  with  the  exception  of  the  Staff 
College  buildings  and  quarters.  In  November  the  military  authorities 
asked  for  these  properties  to  be  included  and  the  Council  approved 
the  request  for  implementation  in  April,  1961  subject  to  the  rate  of 
frequency  being  equivalent  to  the  civilian  service. 
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Installation  of  vehicle  washing  plant  was  completed  early  in 
the  year  and  has  proved  of  considerable  value.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  for  it  to  be  available  for  use  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's 
Department  as  necessary. 

Refuse  Disposal  and  Raw  blaterial  Recovery. 

The  need  for  additional  tipping  land  was  again  to  tho  fore 
in  view  of  the  increase  in  material  for  disposal.  This  increase  not 
only  arose  from  normal  trade  and  domestic  refuse  collected  by  the 
Department  but  also  to  industrial  waste  brought  in  under  private 
arrangements  made  by  factory  owners.  This  latter  material  gives  rise 
to  increasing  difficulty  as  the  life  of  the  existing  tip  shortens 
particularly  as  the  land  when  finished  is  planned  as  a sports  stadium. 
An  income  of  £651  was  received  as  disposal  charges  during  the 
financial  year  I960/6I, 

The  Chasesii^o  'Loadmaster'  Shovel  continued  to  give  good 
service  although  considerable  maintenance  costs  would  have  been 
incurred  in  the  comparatively  near  future  had  tho  Council  not  accepted 
an  extremely  favourable  part  exchange  offer  against  a new  model. 

The  F'>rdson  i'hiledozor  tractor  dozer  became  completely  unserviceable 
and  the  need  for  much  heavier  plant  as  a replacement  became  apparent. 
Field  tests  were  carried  out  with  a Track-iyihr shall  refuse  central 
model  dozer  iihich  proved  very  successful  and  a decision  was  taken  to 
purchase  one  for  early  delivery  in  1961^ 

Another  good  year  generally  was  experienced  in  raw  material 
recovery  section  v/ith  the  exception  of  the  ferrous  scrap  market  which 
remained  poor.  The  sales  of  textiles  and  non-ferrous  metals  remained 
reasonably  stable  but  waste  paper  sales  again  increased  by  93  tons 
(14?)  over  tho  previous  year  and  the  amount  sold  again  constituted 
a record  for  the  District,

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS.  1935  - I960, 

The  inspection  of  food  premises  continued  to  form  an 
important  part  of  the  work  of  the  Department  and  will  continue  to 
do  so  in  the  future  if  standards  are  to  be  maintained  and  improved. 

It  is  possible  to  report  once  again  that  a good  standard  of 
food  hygiene  was  maintained  at  food  premises  in  the  District, 

It  wa.s  necessary  to  draw  the  attehtion  of  some  food  traders  to 
contraventions  of  the  Regulations  from  time  to  time  but  there  is  a 
ready  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  trade  to  co-operate  with  the 
Department , 

The  food  trade  has  become  an  extremely  competitive  one  and 
most  traders  realise  that  a good  standard  of  hygiene  is  good 
business.  The  fact  must  not  be  lost  sight  of,  however,  that  the 
highest  standards  can  be  negatived  at  any  time  by  carelessness  or 
ignorance  on  the  part  of  food  handlers  at  most  levels. 
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Food  Standards  Committee, 


Consideration  was  given  to  the  reports  of  the  Food 
Standards  Committee  tothe  JtLnisters  concerned  regarding 
(a)  Preservatives  in  Food  and  (b)  Bread  and  Flour,  After 
consultation  with  the  Public  Analyst  recommendations  were 
submitted  by  the  Council  to  the  Ministers  thereon, 

VJith  the  modem  trend  for  high  pressure  advertising 
and  claims  made  by  manufacturers  for  their  products,  the 
Council  welcomes  the  opportunity  of  commenting  on  the 
Committee's  reports  as  there  appears  to  be  a growing  need  for 
the  public  to  be  protected,  if  not  against  fraud,  at  least 
against  extravagent  claims  for  the  efficacy  of  some  products.

The  advisoiy  service  was  continued  throughout  tho 
year.  Eighty  primary  surveys  were  carried  out  and  other 
properties  re-examined.  The  main  source  of  requests  is  when 
preporties  arc  changing  hands  as  i.lmost  all  mortgagors  insist 
on  a survey  as  part  of  the  contract. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  comply  as  promptly  as  possible 
with  al'l  requests  for  surveys;  but  some  delay  is  at  times 
inevitable  in  vic^.f  of  the  volume  of  other  vrork.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  tho  soiv'-icc  is  generally  very  much  appreciated,  by 
Building  Societies  and  the  various  professional  men  concerned 
and  by  o\-jners  of  individual  properties. 
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The  views  of  the  Minister  (arising  from  the  District 
Auditor's  comments)  were  received  as  to  the  propriety  of  the 
service  being  a free  one.  As  a result  the  Council  decided 
to  impose  a nominal  survey  fee  of  £1,1.0  in  cases  where 
premises  were  being  sold,  the  free  service  remaining 
available  to  existing  owners  requiring  advice  for  thoir  o-'.m 
purposes. 


The  survey  fees  received  for  the  part  year  from 
October  5th  to  December  31st.  amounted  to  £8,6.0, 

The  application  of  the  Byelaw  relating  to  new 
premises  and  the  gradual  discovory  of  existing  infestations 
and  subsequent  control  treatment  by  specialist  contractors 
should  ultimately  load  to  a high  degree  of  v bllnination  of 
this  serious  wood  boring  post  in  this  District. 

No  action  v/as  taken  during  the  year  bj?-  the  i'linistry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  strengthen  the  Byelaw 
requirements  although  I feel  that  such  action  iwuld  be 
desirable. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

One  notification  was  received  of  intention  to  install 
a boiler  to  vxhich  Section  1 of  the  Act  applied* 

In  viov;  of  the  complexity  of  the  problems  likel^^  to 
arise  in  adjudicating  on  some  installations  for  Xi?hich  prior 
approval  is  required,  the  Council  agreed  to  the  appointment 
of  N.I.F.E.S,  (National  Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency  Service) 
to  act  as  Advisers  in  appropriate  cases. 

Two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year 
relatung  to  atmospheric  pollution  and  appropriate  action  was 
taken  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

Smoke  Prevention  Byelaw. 

Again  no  difficulty  was  notified  in  complying  with 
the  Byelaw  made  under  Section  24  of  the  Act. 
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Smoke  Control  Arens. 


No  action  was  taken  under  this  heading  during  the 

year. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  Research. 


The  recording  instruments  continued  to  be  operated 
with  the  exception  of  one  lead  peroxide  instrument  which  was 
considered  redundant  following  the  establishment  of  a new 
station  early  in  1959. 

Two  meetings  of  the  Standing  Conference  of 
Go-operating  bodies  were  held  at  the  Fuel  Research  Station, 
D.S.I.R.  Stevenage  and  were  attended  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  and  myself.  One  meeting  was  addressed  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  who  stressed  the 
importance  of  recording  of  data  concerning  the  level  of 
atmospheric  pollution  throughout  the  Country.

PUBLIC  CCNVENIENCES. 

The  reconstructed  and  enlarged  convenience  in 
Church  Road,  Frimley,  was  completed  early  in  the  year  at  a 
cost  of  .£1,543. 

Accommodation  for  both  sexes  is  now  provided  at  the 
following  points s- 

(a)  Car  Park,  Obelisk  Street,  Gamberley. 

(b)  London  Road  Recreation  Ground,  Gamberley. 

(c)  London  Road/Frimley  Road  junction,  Gamberley, 

(d)  Church  Road,  Frimley. 

(e)  Deepcut  Bridge  Road,  Blackdown.

In  addition  accommodation  at  the  Rose  and  Thistle 
Public  House  at  Frimley  Green  is  available  to  the  public  by 
arrangement  with  the  Brewery  Company. 

Washing  facilities  with  hot  and  cold  water  and  towels 
are  available  at  (a)  and  (d).  Hand  washing  after  the  use  of 
sanitary  accommodation  is  the  most  elementary  principle  of 
personal  hygiene  but  the  degree  of  wilful  damage  and  petty 
pilfering  which  is  experienced  makes  it  extremely  difficult  to 
decide  whether  the  Council  would  be  justified  in  installing 
further  washing  facilities.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  from 
the  public  health  aspect  that  every  sanitary  convenience  should 
have  washing  facilities  in  close  proximity. 

The  crinvenience  at  (b),  originally  built  for  local 
need,  remained  totally  inadequate  for  the  amount  of  use  to 
which 'it  is  now  put.  It  appears  to  be  a well  known  stopping 
point  for  coaches  and  private  transport  between  London  and  the 
West  and  slot  receipts  show  the  degree  of  use  to  be  rising. 

This  matter  has  been  before  the  Council  in  the  past  but  no 
progress  in  providing  a solution  was  made  during  the  year. 


HOUSING. 


Continued  steady  progress  was  made  during  the  year 
in  dealing  with  the  Council's  programme  for  slum  clearance 
originally  prepared  in  accordance  with  Section  1 of  the 
Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954* 

Action  in  respect  of  two  outstanding  properties  in 
the  Prospect  Place  / Plantation  Row  area  completed  the 
prograimme  in  that  part  of  the  District  j this  area  constituted 
the  largest  single  problem  of  clearance  in  the  District, 

Progress  in  the  post  war  years  has  had  of  necessity 
to  be  geared  to  the  Council's  ability  to  provide  alternative 
accommodation,

GARAVAI'J  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT.  I960 . 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  29th  August,  I960  and  the 
position  with  regard  to  existing  sites  was  reviewed  by  the 
Health  and  Development  & Planning  Committees. 

No  action  had  been  taken  by  the  end  of  the  year  with 
regard  to  licensing  as  the  planning  aspect  had  not  been 
resolved. 


MORTUARY. 

The  need  for  now  accommodation,  incorporating  modern 
standards  of  amenity  and  public  health  principles,  is  well 
recognised  by  the  Council  and  delay  in  implementation  had 
arisen  largely  from  various  restrictions  on  capital 
expenditure  during  the  post-war  years. 

Provision  for  a new  building  at  Frimley  has  been 
included  in  the  Council's  Capital  Expenditure  Programme  for 
the  1962/63  financial  year;  in  the  meantime  every  effort 
has  been  made  to  keep  expenditure  on  the  existing  obsolete 
building  to  a minimum. 
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Thirty  post-mortems  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  C uhcil  is  fortunate  in  retaining  the  services  of 
a State  registered  nurse  on  a part-time  basis  as  mortuary 
attendant  particularly  as  the  present  working  conditions  leave 
so  much'  to  be  desired. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  1948. 

Responsibility  for  one  burial  was  accepted  under 
Section  50  of  the  Act  in  respect  of  the  body  of  a child  found 
in  Camberley  but  transferred  to  London  for  the  purposes  of 
criminal  proceedings.  The  actual  burial  was  arranged  by  the 
Acton  Borough  Council  as  agents  for  this  authority  and  their 
co-operation  in  the  matter  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  Council's  costs  were  subsequently  re-imbursed 
by  a privo.te  benefactor  through  the  Probation  Cffice. 

PETRCLEUM  (REGULATICNS ) ACTS,  1928-1936. 

Storage  for  bulk  supplies  of  petroleum  spirit  is 
provided  in  underground  steel  tanks  varying  in  capacity  from  250 
to  3,CCC  gallons.  Cellulose  paint  spraying  mixtures  are  stored 
in  metal  containers  of  one  to  five  gallon  capacity  - bulk  supplies 
of  these  commodities  are  kept  in  brick,  metal  or  other  approved 
fireproof  structures. 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  department  to  maintain  close 
liaison  with  the  Surrey  County  Fire  Cfficers  on  the  measures  to 
be  taken  at  all  premises  where  inflammable  liquids  and  mixtures 
are  stored. 

Fifty-seven  licences  were  issued  during  the  year, 
sanctioning  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  or  petroleum  mixtures 
in  the  form  of  cellulose.

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  one  instance  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  against  a firm  of  milk  distributors 
for  supplying  a bottle  of  milk  upon  which  the  Public  Analyst 
reported  as  follows 

' It  is  a sample  of  milk  containing  24  mouse 
droppings,  Ch  the  inside  of  the  bottle  about 
half  way  up  there  was  a mass  of  dark  brown 
foreign  matter  adherent  to  the  glass  and 
consisting  of  19  mouse  droppings  and  partly  of 
a brown  film  probably  derived  from  other  mouse 
droppings  which  had  been  washed  away.  ' 

The  Court  registered  a conviction  and  a fine  of  £20 
was  imposed  with  costs  including  £6.6.0  analyst's  fees.
